FRENCH STEAMER ATTACKED 
BY PLANES IN MEDITERRANEAN 


Radios It Is Under Machine Gun 
Fire; Another Liner Reports

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 22.— The 
names of Wendell Willkie, New 
York utilities executive, and Tom 
Pendergast, Kansas City Democrat- 
ic boss, entered testimony today 
before an Ohio Senate committee 
which has been investigating State 


purchases and purported contribu- 
tions to the 1934 campaign of Gov. 
Martin L. Davey. 

Lee Bradley, Si-year-old Cleve- 
land asphalt salesman who faces 
a perjury charge filed by Gov. 
Davey because of his previous tes- 
timony that he arranged for auto- 
mobile manufacturers to contribute 
to the campaign, presented scores 
of letters he said were exchanged 
between himself and Davey. 

Bradley showed a letter he said 
he had written to Paul Davey, the 
Governor’s brother, from ta, 
May 1, 1934. The letter said P. 8. 
Arkwright, president of Georgia 
Power Co., was more disposed to 
make a campaign contribution than 
to give the Davey Tree Expert Co. 
a tree-trimming contract, because 
the Davey company would get the 
money quicker as a gift. The letter 
added, however, that Arkwright 
said he would prefer to “get the 
lowdown from Wendell Willkie 
first.” 

Tells of Conference. 


Bradley said ne 
Martin L. Davey see lu New 
Tork and approve “anything Ark 
wright wanted to do.” 
asserted he attended a conference 
with Willkie and Davey. 

When he asked Willkie for intro- 
ductions to Commonwealth & South- 
ern subsidiary officers, Bradley 
said, Willkie professed to dislike 
letters, but gave him names of ex- 
ecutives. 

A letter from Bradley to Davey, 
dated Oct. 7, 1932, read in part: 
“Senator Ryan of Chicago is the 
logical man to handle your busi- 
ness. The fact that he is a Dem- 
crat means nothing, as he is out 
for Len Small for Governor.” 

In the same letter Bradley sug- 
gested “Mayor Novotny of Ber- 
wyn,” a Chicago suburb, might be 
a better man to start with. He did 
not explain any of these references. 

Some Letters Purely Business. 


Bradley, a former Davey em- 
ploye, con@eded several of his 
exhibits were purely business let- 
ters. 

He declared he arranged in 1933 
for Davey to meet Senator Joseph 
Robinson of Arkansas in Washing- 
ton, because Robinson’s law firm 
represented several Southwestern 
utilities. 

A letter from Davey to Bradley 
in April, 1933, suggested it would 
be best not to see Robinson until 
the Senator expressed some active 
interest. 

Bradley showed an exchange of 
correspondence he said was with 
George Huffman of Des Moines, 
identified by him as chairman of 
the Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee and a large stockholder in Iowa 
Power & Light Co. A letter to Brad- 
ley, bearing Huffman’s name, said, 
“Owing to unsettled conditions and 
the N R A, I think it best to defer 
action.” None of these references 
was explained, 

Letter Mentions Pendergast. 

He next showed a letter on sta- 
tionery of the Henry L. Doherty 
Co. in New York, introducing him 
to B. L. Adams, president of the 
Cities Service Co. of Missouri, and 
suggesting that Tom Pendergast 
could “be of assistance.” 

“Who is Pendergast?” committee- 
men asked. 

“About the best explanation I can 
give of him is that he is head of a 
political machine in Kansas City 
even better and stronger than Tam- 
many in New Tork,“ replied the 
witness. 

L. H. Egan of St. Louis, president 
of the Union Electric Light & Pow- 
er Co., “turned me down cold,”

Hugh Lloyd Thomas, British Min- 
ister to Paris, was killed today 
when his horse fell in a steeple- 
chase. As Minister, he was sec- 
ond only to Ambassador Sir Eric 
Phipps in the British Embassy. 

Thomas was secretary to the 


Duke of Windsor for seven years, 
when the Duke was Prince of 
Wales. Lithe and active at 49, he 


National Steeplechase March 25, in 
which he was to have ridden his 


Periwinkle fell at the last fence, 
throwing Thomas on his head. 
Thomas’ neck was broken. He fell 
from Periwinkle in a steeplechase 
only two weeks ago, but escaped 
injury then. 

Thomas had been given a leave 
from his duties in Paris to train 
for the Aintree classic and ride his 
Royal Mail, one of England’s best 
known jumpers and regarded as 
the best horse in the race. 

Thomas was the Duke of Wind- 
sor’s favorite sportsman and one 
of his closest friends and despite 
Britain’s official displeasure he 
left the Paris Embassy to attend 
the Duke’s wedding to Wallis War- 
field at Cannes, France, in June, 
1937. 

News of Thomas’ death was sent 
immediately to the Duke of Wind- 
sor, to King George, Queen Eliza- 
beth arid other members of the 
royal family. 

Thomas and the Duke rode to 
hounds together during their long 
companionship before Edward be- 
came King. 

The Duke, then Prince, took 
Thomas with him on his “empire's 
salesman” trip to South America in 
1931 and, though their business re- 
lation ended before the Prince be- 
came King, the two had remained 
close friends. 

Friend of Another Ex-King. 
Among Thomas’ other friends was 
Alfonso, the former King of Spain, 
whom he met when he was sta- 
tioned in Madrid before the Span- 
ish republic was established. 

Thomas also had served in Con- 
stantinople, Cairo and Rome. He 
was born into a Welsh racing fam- 
ily and had an estate in Wales as 
well as a country house in Berk- 
shire. 

British racing circles admired 
Thomas’ courage in planning to 
ride at Aintree, a notoriously diffi- 
cult course. Although some con- 
tended he was handicapping his 
horse instead of helping him, Lon- 
don’s famous Victoria Club lowered 
the odds on Royal Mail from 14-1 
to 12-1 after Thomas announced he 
would ride.

British Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain’s reference yesterday in the 
House of Commons to peace rest- 
ing with the four major Powers, 


England, France, Germany and 
Italy, was enthusiastically received 
by Fascists. They interpreted it as 
a victory for Mussolini's thesis that 
Europe ought to be run by a major- 
Power instead of by the League of 
Nations in which smaller powers 
have a voice. , 

The four-Power pact, which Mus- 
solini sponsored five years ago, has 
been a dead letter almost from its 
signing June 7, 1933. 

Since then rearmament has suc- 
ceeded disarmament everywhere, 
and the Germans have seized power. 
But the spirit of the pact settle- 
ment of Europe’s probleme among 
its Powers, remains as Mussolini 
conceived it. 

He now favors inclusion of Po- 
land, and Foreign Minister Beck of 
Poland is expected to come here 
early in March when Poland's. po- 
sition will be discussed.

HITLER'S HOSTILITY 


Pravda Says Enmity Will Be 
Repaid in Kind With No 
Quarter, 


By the Associated Fress. 

MOSCOW, Feb. 22.—Pravda, the 
official Communist newspaper, re- 
pied to Adolf Hitler’s Reichstag 
speech today with a statement the 
Soviet Union fully reciprocated his 
hostility. 

In the first Soviet press comment 
on the speech of Sunday, Pravda 
said its more emphatic points con- 
firmed that the policy of German 
Fascism more than ever tends to- 
ward new aggressions, seizure of

Large Force Takes Tsin- 


yang, Prepares to ,Ford 
Yellow River at Historic 


Menghsien Crossing.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 22.—A Japa- 
nese naval flotilla ran a gantlet of 
Chinese machine-gun _ batteries 
along the middle Yangtze River to- 
day and carried the spearhead of 
Japan’s advance to within 30 miles 
of Anking, capital of Anhwei Prov- 
ince. 

This thrust put Japanese naval 
forces 65 miles up the river beyond 
Wuhu, captured by the Japanese 
army early in December in the 
Nanking campaign. 

On the Yellow River front in the 
Lunghai corridor, Japanese report- 
ed important gains at both the 
eastern and western ends. 

Vanguards of Japanese armies 
massing along a 120-mile stretch 
on the north bank of the Yellow 
River made exploratory attacks to- 
day to test Chinese south bank de- 
tenses. 

Chinese halted the first Japan- 
ese attempts to cross the stream 
and strike at the Lunghai railway, 
China’s main east-west line running 
through the corridor, which sepa- 
rates Japanese-conquered areas of 
North China and the Yangtze Val- 


ley. 
Chinese Withdrawing. 

Peiping reports said most Chi- 
n below the river were thought 
to have withdrawn, leaving only 
enough troops in the western sector 
to delay the Japanese advance. 

Although the Japanese attacks 
were made at Chuning, on the east- 
ern flank of the Yellow River 
front, a major Japanese force was 
said to have captured Tsinyang, at 
the western edge, indicating the 
real effort to effect the crossing 
would be at historic Menghsien 
Ford. Chinese have used the ford 
for more than 2000 years. 

Farther east in Northern Honan 
Province Japanese units completed 
conquest of a spur of the Peiping- 
Hankow railway with capture of its 
southwest terminus just north of 
the Yellow River, in a coal mining 
region. The Japanese used tanks 
to push through despite Chinese 
light artillery fire. 

Near Tsining, Japanese said they 
repulsed attacks by Shantung con- 
tingents of Chinese and pursued 
them couthwestward across the 
Grand Canal. East of Tsining, at 
Mengyin, Japanese also counter- 
attacked after beating off a con- 
certed assault by troops of the Chi- 


Luanfu, a key city in Southeast 
Shansi Province at the intersection 
of mountain highways and 90 miles 
north of the Yellow River, fell to 
Japanese troops 11 hours after an 
attack was launched. 

Retreating Chinese troops were 
bombed by Japanese planes at Kao- 
ping, 25 miles farther south. Kao- 
ping is northwest of Cheng¢éhow at 
the western end of the Lunghai 
corridor. 

No advances were reported on 
the central Shansi front, where 
Chinese were said to be strongly 
fortified north of Lingshih, on the 
Fen River which flows into the 
Yellow River northwest of Cheng- 
chow. 

Japanese announced widespread 
air bombardments, and said their 
planes had destroyed six Chinese 
planes at Hengyang, one at Ichang, 
a powder magazine at Kian and two 
planes at Lishui.

Earlier, Leayy told 
Judge Lindsey it was “not unrea- 
sonable to ask that Wright be com- 
mitted to an institution.” 

Court Censures Prosecutor. 

Judge Lindsey then censured 
Leavy, pointing out that his‘ appar- 
ent desire to have Wright com- 
mitted was not consistent with his 
“so eloquent” arguments uuring the 
trial that Wright was sane. 

The court also pointed out that 
when the jury found Wright insane 
when he shot Mrs. Wright and 
Kimmel to death, the District At- 
torney’s office should have, if it 
wished, demanded that the defend- 
ant be sent to a mental institu- 
tion. 

In giving his decision, Judge Lind- 
sey said he had never encountered 
such “unanimity of opinion” as 
among the several psychiatrists 
who testified that Wright is at pres- 
ent perfectly sane. 

State to Drop Case. 

Leavy said after the hearing 

ended that the District Attorney's 
office would not ask for a jury 
trial, which would be in the nature 
of an appeal from the Judge's de- 
cision. He said: “It’s not the reg- 
ular procedure in such cases. This 
hearing settles the matter as far 
as the District Attorney's office is 
concerned,” 
Surprise testimony came from Dr. 
M. J. Rowe, superintendent of the 
Norwalk State Hospital, who said 
that Wright has not sufficiently re- 
covered his mental status to be 
safely released. He expressed the 
opinion, however, that Wright is as 
sane now as he ever was, 

Dr. Rowe, questioned dy the 
court, said he thought Wright's 
physical history might tend to make 
him more susceptible to the effect 
of emotional shock, adding that 
liquor had played an important part 
in the crimes for which Wright was 
tried. 

“If the three of them (Wright, 
Mrs. Wright and Kimmel) hadn't 
all been drinking, the tragedy 
wouldn’t have happened?” Judge 
Lindsey asked, “Yes, that’s it,” 
Dr. Rowe said. 

At the end of the hearing, the 
Judge asked Wright if he would 
endeavor to lead an exemplary life 
and abstain from liquor, Wright 
said he would.

Shift of Hamilton Field 
(Cal.) Head After Trip to 
Denver Not Regarded as 
Political.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Sen- 
ator Minton (Dem.), Indiana; said 
today he had asked Secretary of 
War Woodring to hold in abeyance 
an order transferring Col. Daven- 
port Johnson, -Air Corps comman- 
dant at Hamilton Field, Cal, to 
Chanute Field, Rantoul, III. 

Minton acted on published reports 
that Johnson's transfer was con- 
nected with the flight in an Army 
plane from California to Denver of 
Paul V. McNutt, High Commission- 
er to the Philippines, and an aid. 
The published reports were that 
Johnson flew the McNutt plane 
himself and that such a flight was 
contrary to Army regulations.’ 

Coincidence, War Office Says. 

War Department officials said 
Johnson’s transfer immediately 
after the McNutt flight was a co- 
incidence. But some Army officers, 
who declined to be quoted, said the 
Air Corps officer was paying the 
penalty of having flown McNutt. 

“I asked Secretary Woodring to 
hold up the order until Commis 
sioner McNutt arrives here and we 
can get to the bottom of this,” Min- 
ton said.. “I am satisfied there is 
no politics in it. If anybody want- 
ed to punish McNutt, there would 
be no sense in taking it out on an 
army officer.” 

Minton said he believed the army 
order was a “routine matter,” al- 
though he said Johnson might have 
been transferred for an infraction 
of army regulations. 

McNutt Reception at Washington. 

McNutt, generally regarded as an 
aspirant for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for President, was in haste 
to reach Indianapolis for a recep- 
tion. 

Another McNutt reception ar- 
ranged by Minton for tomorrow 
brought Gov. M. Clifford Townsend 
and a large delegation of Indianans 
to Washington today. 

Gov. Townsend said he had an 
appointment with President Roose- 
velt for Thursday. He declined to 
discuss its nature. 

The McNutt enthusiasts stepped 
from four coaches into a nearly de- 
serted railway station when they 
arrived this morning. Neither Sen- 
ator Minton nor Senator Frederick 
Van Nuys (Dem.), Indiana, was 
there to greet them.

Robert Wadlow Now 8 Feet 
8 1-2 Inches Tall and 
Weighs 465 Pounds. 


Robert Wadlow of Alton, the tall- 
est human being known to medical 
history, celebrdted his twentieth 
birthday today. He now is 8 feet 8% 
inches tall and weighs 465 pounds, 
but apparently is nearing the end of 
his remarkable growth, the result 
of an overactive pituitary gland. 


During the last year he grew an 
inch and a half. The year. before 
he grew 2 inches, the year before 
that 2% and the year before that 
8 inches. But there were years be- 
tween his ninth and twelfth birth- 
days when Wadlow grew as much 
as 5 inches, his father, Harold F.

The major provision would 
exempt from the special tax all

These additional amendments to 
the bill were approved, Vinson re- 
ported: 

To lower the tax on commodity 
futures transactions from $3 to 1 
cent per $100 and to eliminate the 
exemption of “scratch sales.” 

To exempt organizations which 
gather news for broadcasting from 
a tax on messages. 

To repeal the excise tax of a 

cent per 1000 on paper book 
matches and 2 cents per 1000 on 
wood stick matches. 

To leave the excise tax on im- 
ported oil seeds as it is in existing 
law.

ITS BIGGEST WAR 
GAMES NEXT MONTH 


150 Warships and 500 Planes 
Will Take Part in South 


Pacific Maneuvers. 


By the Associated Press. : 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—The 

most extensive war games in Unit- 

ed States naval history will be held 


in the Pacific beginning next 
month, when 150 warships and 500 
planes will split into rival fleets 
and maneuver for nearly six weeks. 

A total of 3600 officers and 58, 
000 men will be engaged, officials 
said last night in “attacking” and 
“defending” America’s Western sea 
lines, 

The officers and men comprise 
=" than half the navy's person- 
ne 

Defense will consist not merely 
in passive waiting, but in seeking 
out the enemy fleet and destroying 
it, it is understood. 

The navy announced the ma- 
neuvers would take the warships 
westward from the Pacific coast 
to Hawaii and Midway Island and 
southward from Alaska and the 
Aleutian Islands to Samoa. 

The problem of the maneuvers 
was not announced, but naval of- 
ficers said the South Pacific “bat- 
tles” would be in defense of Amer- 
ican Samoa and to prevent a flank 
attack from the South by a Pa- 
cific “enemy.” 

Under Admiral Claude C. Bloch, 
the fleet will carry on its mock bat- 
tles from the middle of March un- 
til the latter part of April. 


HOUSE BLOC FOR CHANGING 
NEUTRALITY ACT TO AID CHINA 


California Representative Says 
Group Seeks U. S. Financial 
- Aid for Attacked Nations. 


y the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—A con- 


gressional group headed by Repre- 
sentative Scott (Dem.), California, 
said today it would seek outright 
repeal of the Neutrality Act or a 
modification permitting this coun- 
try to aid China in its warfare with 
Japan. 

Scott said the group, which met 
at his call, believed America could 
best preserve peace by co-operation 
with certain nations rather than 
following an isolationist policy. He 
said the bloc intended to present 
its views to the House Naval and 
Foreign Affairs committees. 

“We believe, the United States 
should determine the aggressor na- 
tion when a state of war exists,” 
Scott asserted, “and lend financial 


| aid to those nations which are at- 


tacked.”

CHAMBERLAIN AND DE VALERA 
RESUME TALKS AT LUNCHEON 


Formal Negotiations for British- 
Irish Agreement Are Again 
Postponed. 

LONDON, Feb. 22.—Prime Minis- 
ters Neville Chamberlain of Britain 
and Eamon de Valera of Ireland 
met at luncheon today to discuss 
possibility of a British-Irish accord, 
but Britain’s political crisis again 
caused postponement of formal ne- 
gotiations. 

Chamberlain, confronted by 4 La- 
bor motion of censure in the House 
of Commons, had to cancel a sched- 
uled conference with De Valera, 
who arrived in London Saturday 
for conversations originally set to 
begin Monday. 

These conversations were to be a 
resumption of those suspended Jan. 
9 to permit experts to work out de- 
tails of a possible agreement on 
trade and defense questions. 

De Valera was host at today’s 
luncheon, at the home of Ireland’s 
High Commissioner in London, J. 
W. Dulanty. 


11 VETERINARIANS SENTENCED 
. TO DEATH IN THE CAUCASUS 


Accused of Spreading Epidemics 
Which Caused Death of 80,000 
Head of Livestock. 

MOSCOW, Feb. 22.—Eleven vet- 
erinarians were sentenced to death 
yesterday at Ordjonikidze in the 
Caucasus on charges of spread- 
ing epidemics which resulted in the 
loss of more than 80,000 head of 
livestock in five years. 

They were accused of inoculating 
200 cows with paratyphoid germs 
before sending them to slaughter. 
As a result a large number cf sol- 
diers and workers were infected.

ON BRITISH RADI 


Inaugurates Broadcast 
Series Entitled ‘America 
Speaks,’ Urging Democ- 
racies to Stand Together. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes called on 
the democracies of the world today 
to repulse internal «Fascism and 
Communism, 

He spoke from Washington by in- 
vitation over the network of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation. 
Arrangements were made for him 
to be heard in the United Kingdom, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
India and the Union of South Af- 
rica, 

The address inaugurated a series 
of British broadcasts entitled 
“America Speaks.” The Secretary 
said he spoke as an individual, not 
as a representative of the United 
States or the President. 

“Certainly,” Ickes said, “with the 
Fascist countries of the world draw- 
ing closer and closer together in an 
ominous and bodeful phalanx, it be- 
hooves America and all other dem- 
ocratic nations to prove that under 
a democratic form of government 
the highest political liberty as well 
as the greatest economic security 
- « Will be provided. 

Urges Closer Co-Operation. 

“The community of interest that 
exists between Britain and Amer- 
ica, as well as between other peo- 
ples who believe in democracy, 
should be strengthened, 

“It is a fitting occasion to reaf- 
firm our determination that 
we will continue to build our etvil- 
ization on the firm foundations of 
the American Constitution, which, 
in common with the British Con- 
stitution has its roots deep in Mag- 
na Charta. 

“Here in the United States we 
realize that the democratic princi- 
ple is having to fight to maintain 
itself as it has not had to fight 
since it first became established. 

“Two Fanatical Foes.” 

“In all parts of the world it is 
beset by two fanatical foes, which 
have the will to conquer at all costs. 
Democracy can not live side by 
side in the same country with either 
Fascism or Communism, Democra- 
cy is the very antithesis of both of 
these objectionable systems of gov- 
ernments. 

“Totalitarianism, either of the 
Right or of the Left, is alien to the 
spirit that dominates the English- 
speaking democracies of the world. 
Totalitarianism is subversive to 
the ideals upon which our democra- 
cies are founded. 

“To my way of thinking, Fascism 
is a retrograde movement. It 
means a turning back of the hands 
of the clock. It means that liberty 
to live one’s life . . . must be sur- 
rendered to a dictatorial power.” 

“Economic Royalists.” 

America, Ickes asserted, escaped 
dictatorship of concentrated wealth 
but still was threatened by “eco- 
nomic royalists.” 


“Here in America,” he said, 
“when the economic depression 
struck us in 1929 there were 


men who yearned for a dictator- 
ship. And... 
willing to accept a Fascist form of 
government, those who even went 
so far as to suggest one, were not 
the lowly of the land nor even its 
average citizens. They were of 
those who, possessing wealth and 
economic power and social pres- 
tige, were willing to sacrifice the 
liberties of America in order that 
they might cling just a little longer 
to their wealth and power. 

“In many regards, the British 
Conservative of 1938 would be de- 
nounced as a dangerous Red in a 
country (the United States) that 
boasts itself to be the most polit- 
ically free, the most forward-look- 
ing of all countries of the world, 

“Our economic royalists, support- 
ed by the reactienary section of our 
press, by political die-hards and by 
those who from the beginning have 
exploited not only the natural but 
the human resources of our coun- 
try, are a heavy drag to the wheels 
of our progress.” 

Forecast Not Borne Out. 

A week ago when Ickes’ associ- 
ates announced arrangements for 
the broadcast they said his speech 
would be a revised version of his 
“America’s Sixty Families” address 
delivered in December. When that 
speech was made it was regarded 
as an attack on concentrated 
wealth. The Secretary charged 
that the nation’s business affairs 
were dominated by the wealth and 
connections of a group of rich fam- 
ies. 

His speech prepared for the Brit- 
ish broadcast, however, did not 
dwell at any on wealthy fam- 
ilies and concentrated wealth. 

In his broad references to “eco- 
nomic royalists,” Ickes said those 
“possessing wealth and economic 
power and prestige” in 1929 who 
“yearned for a dictatorship,” were 
lacking “the intelligence to see 
that, once their money had set up 
a dictator, it would be only a short 
time before the dictator they them- 


selves had placed on guard over

Vote Thursday on Constitution. 

Adoption of the new constitution 
was regarded as a foregone con- 
clusion in a plebiscite to be held 
Thurday, only three days after 
presentation to the country. 

Foremost among the 100 articles 
of the document were stipulations 
giving the King absolute veto pow- 
er over legislation, and authority 
to appoint half the Senate mem- 
bers; a declaration of equality for 
all Rumanians without racial dis- 
tinctions; and religious freedom, 
with the Orthodox Rumanian 
Church recognized as the State re- 
ligion. 

Heading the Government would 
be the King and his Ministers, with 
Parliament consisting of two cham- 
bers, a House and Senate, both re- 
duced from their present size. 

Deputies would be elected by pro- 
fessions, rather than political par- 
ties, according to membership in 
three guilds—Farmer-Labor, Com- 
merce-Industry and intellectual pro- 
fessions. 

The guild plan for selection of 
Lower House members would not 
make Rumania a corporative state, 
although the guild idea might be 
subject to expanion. 

Military Service. 

All Rumanians would be required 
to fulfill military service. Capital 
punishment would be restored in 
time of war, and in time of peace. 
by order of the Cabinet for at- 
tempts on the lives of the King, 
members of the royal family or 
heads of state. 

Only Rumanian citizens would be 
permitted to own property in vil- 
lages, a provision interpreted in 
informed quarters as aimed at 
Jews. Minority rights would be up- 
held, a provision interpreted as 
meaning Jewish civil rights would 
be respected. 

Citizens would be allowed to ex- 
press their views, under a section 
proposing freedom of opinion. 

Underground Resources. 

Underground resources, especial- 
ly oil, would be placed on a fifty- 
fifty ownership basis between the 
State and the landowner. 

Civil marriages would be invalid 
without a religious ceremony. In 
principle, the right to vote would 
be accorded women, but their fran- 
chise would be subject to special 
laws governing elections. 

Outstanding prohibition: in the 
Constitution were these: 

Criticism of “injustice of the dis- 
tribution of wealth,” to induce oth- 
er citizens not to pay taxes; preach- 
ing of class hatred or insulting of 
priests of religious institutions; and 
political activity by priests of re- 
ligious societies.

Beckett, daughter of Sir 
Gervais Beckett, editor of the York- 
shire Post, widely read country 
newspaper. As representative of 
the Post, Eden went te the Im- 
perial Press Conference at Mel- 
bourne, and toured Australia, New 
Zealand and Canada, writing a 
travel book for which Stanley Bald- 
win, Premier, contribute. the pref- 
ace. 

Eden was elected to the House 
of Commons in the year of his mar- 
riage, representing a Warwickshire 
constituency. His first post was 
that of parliamentary private sec- 
retary to the Undersecretary for 
Foreign Affairs, Godfrey Locker- 
Lampson. When Sir John Simon 
became Foreign Minister in 1931, 
Eden was made his under-secre- 
tary. 

England’s “Commercial Traveler.” 
In 1934 he was made Lord Privy 
Seal, the office being one of inti- 
mate personal contact with mat- 
ters of diplomacy. In this office, 
he became known as England's 
“commercial traveler” in matters 
of foreign policy—the term was ap- 
plied to him by Lord Beaverbrook. 
He became well known in Paris, 
Geneva and Rome, and formed the 
personal acquaintance of Adolf Hit- 
ler in Berlin and of Josef Stalin 
in Moscow. His policies were di- 
rected toward peace, disarmament, 
strengthening of the League of Na- 
tions, close imperial co-operation, 
and friendship with the United 
States. 

Italian-British relations became 
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strained in the summer of 1935, and 
Eden was Britain’s foremost spokes- 
man in the discussion which fol- 
lowed. He conferred with Musso- 
lini in June, and offered to cede 
to Ethiopia a segment of territory 
in British Somaliland, which would 
give Ethiopia access to the sea, 
and would facilitate territorial and 
economic concessions from Ethia 
pia to Italy. This offer, intended to 
keep Italy from undertaking the 
conquest of Ethiopia, was rejected 
by Mussolini. 

Three months later, at Geneva, 
as ~ Minister of League of Nations 
affairs, Eden energetically advo- 
cated a proposal for a boycott of 
League nations on purchases from 
Italy. Action on this proposal was

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ARMAMENT PROFITEERS. 

Despite the definite warning they received from 
the Senate Munitions Committee a year and a half 
ago, the big shipbuilding corporations seem deter- 
mined to kill the goose that lays the golden egg. In 
view of the statements which have been issued by 
Senator Vandenberg and Joseph P. Kennedy, former 
chairman of the Federal Maritime Commission, there 
is little doubt that the naval construction companies 
are still arrogantly confident that they can mulct 
the Government more or less at will as it enters into 


Mr. Kennedy, in a letter to the President, states 
that bids submitted for cargo type ships are 50 per 
cent higher than they should have been. Whereas 
the average bid of the American shipbuilding com- 
panies on this type of craft was $2,736,717, Mr. Ken- 
nedy estimated that similar ships constructed in Brit- 
ish yards-would cost about $1,100,000, 

The “big three” naval construction companies evi-

fered to construct in 1927 for $8,678,000, even though 
the cost of labor and materials was approximately 20 
per cent less in 1934 than at the earlier date. The 
munitions investigation also revealed that two of 
the major shipbuilding corporations made 4 profit 
in 1927 of 35 and 37 per cent, respectively, and this 
on their own cost figures and capitalization.

“I do not ‘view with alarm’ every proposed change 
in existing relationships between the Federal Goy- 
ernment and business, or between employes and em- 
ployers. Changes have been coming about all through 
the ages. In fact, nothing is so permanent as change, 
and it is idle to take the position that any current 
state of affairs should not be molested.” 

As to Jeffersonian principles, he said: 

“One of the fathers of our country gave us the 
gospel that the ‘best governed country is the least 
governed.’ I am not one to quarrel with gospel, but 
I fear that this particular enunciation has grown into 
a fetish in the eyes of business men. When Thomas 
Jefferson proclaimed it, ‘conditions in our country, 
and in the world, for that matter, were quite differ- 
ent from what they are now. There were no giant 
corporations, owned by millions of people, whose pri- 
mary interest in them and in their activities was to 
get a return on their investment. Specialization of 
activity had not developed to any great extent, and 
‘there was not the interdependence that exists today 
between groups of people and sections of the coun- 
try—an interdependence which is very real, even 
though the groups and sections involved have very 
little contact with each other. 

“Modern conditions necessarily call for rules and 
regulations and laws which were wholly unnecessary 
in Thomas Jefferson’s day. It is a definite mistake, 
therefore, to assume that this plea for as little gov- 
ernment as possible is the correct prescription for 
today’s problemf.” 

Whatever may be thought of the substance of Mr. 
Cabell’s remarks, his temperate attitude 16 surely, 
worthy of emulation. It ought to be evident by now, 
to all parties concerned, that both government and 
business have an inalienable interest in the promo- 
tion of economic justice, Their respective roles will

It became apparent some time ago that the Senate 
ultimately, in the face of the Southern filibuster, 
would lay aside the anti-lynching bill. This has now 
been done by a vote of 58 to 22. We cannot agree 
with Senator Johnson ‘that the “whole fight” over 
the antiplynching bill was a “game” to catch votes. | 
There was, and is, a measure of sincerity on both 
sides, but to a large extent, the criticism of the Cali- 
fornia Senator is unfortunately true. | 

We said in our editorial on this subject Jan. 28 
that the prospective shelving of the bill was regret- 
table, for we believed its passage would have a 
salutary effect: We said, further, that the yielding 
of the Senate to the filibuster would constitute a new 
challenge to the South to stop lynching by state ac- 
tion. We repeat our conclusion: “The South, as 
Virginia has shown, can stop lynching if it will. 
The South is now put to the test. If it fails to meet 
the test, the demand for drastic Federal action 
against lynching will come with new force, and 
‘against that demand the oratory of the Southern Sen- 


ators will break in vain.” 


PINIONS may conflict on the extent and 

seriousness of the latest phase of the 

crisis confronting American industry, but 
it must be manifest to all observers that 
the ills besetting American agriculture have 
taken on all the aspects of a deep-seated 
and apparently permanent malady. The 
agrarian element of the population has, in 
fact, been feeling the effects of depression 
since 1922 when, with the termination of 
the war trade, it was confronted by a con- 
stricting world market, over-expansion of 
agriculture to submarginal land and great- 
er foreign competition. 

The condition of agriculture today is in 
every way more unsettled than it has been 
in the last 40 years. Stripped of ambiguity 
and obfuscation, the basic reason for the 
ever-increasing debasement of the agricul- 
tural order is this: the growing of staples 
in America has become unprofitable. It 
has become unprofitable, says the Annalist, 
because of heavy capital charges and the 
protective tariff system which raised the 
prices of our Own industrial products and 
at the same time closed our markets to 
the wares of other nations. 

By the time President Roosevelt entered 
office in 1933, even the most persistent of 
the laissez-faire economists and statesmen 
realized that American agriculture had 
reached so serious a dilemma that unless 
the Government actively and liberally subsi- 
dized the farmers, the growing of agricul- 
tural staples would have to be abandoned. 


At this point, the horns of the dilemma 
become embarrassingly discernible. Now 
that the surpluses of agriculture are no long- 
er needed to pay the debts we accumulated 
while the country was a debtor nation, the 
manufacturers and investors would welcome 
the economic abandonment of American ag- 


riculture. To sustain agriculture today, sub- 


sidization would be necessary, and subsidiza- 
tion means higher-priced food stuffs and 
raw materials, resulting in higher manu- 
facturing costs; in addition, sustained agri- 
culture would make it difficult for debtor 
nations whose chief products are 

tural commodities to repay their loans or 
to make new borrowings from us. 

These interests, however, are not ready to 
completely abandon agriculture. They are 
well aware that to maintain a nationalist 
economy, staples of food, cotton and wool 
are necessary, particularly to insure against 
the day when national security might be 


_ threatened. Thus the

In general outline, the measure current- 
ly passed by Congress follows the same 
pattern of all the New Deal farm bills and, 
unfortunately, contains the same inevitable 
inconsistencies and vacillations. The meas- 
ure provides that the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, in co-operation with farmer commit- 
tees, may prescribe limitations upon the 
quantity of wheat, corn, rice and tobacco 
grown or marketed. It directs the Secretary 
to make an estimate of the expected sup- 
ply, set this figure against expected de- 
mand and adjust production accordingly. 
Farmers who plant no more than a specified 
acreage will receive pay benefits. 

The obstacles which prevented the smooth 
functioning of the A A A and the Bankhead 
Act may be expected to present themselves 
again. In the first place, it has practically 
become an economic platitude that acreage 
reduction is not synonymous with yield pro- 
duction. Secondly, higher farm prices in 
no wise imply a proportionate rise in the 
real income of farmers if non-agricultural 
products also continue to rise in price.

But what is much more impor- 
tant, modern wars of aggression do 
not start with an armed invasion 
of the frontier or with afi air raid. 
They start with rebellion and trea- 
son within the territory of the pros- 
pective victim. Whether the rebel- 
lion and treason are actually 
inanced and directed from the ag- 
gressor state is relatively unimpor- 
tant. What is important is that the 
rebel leaders seek to achieve power 
for themselves by delivering their 
own country to the aggressor. 

This delivery can be effected 
without destroying the outward 
forms and symbols of indepen- 
dence, simply by setting up a re- 
gime which is in sympathy with the 
conqueror, ig subservient to him

ess is there any open breach of the 
established rules, and if other na-

This is the system of aggression 
which is actually practiced in the 
world today. The first conspicuous 
exponents of this technic were the 
Bolsheviks, in the period. betwéen 
1918 and the defeat of their armies 
in Poland. Mussolini was too im- 
patient to employ this technic in 
Ethiopia; besides, he was too much 
interested in the glamour of em- 
pire to be content to gain the sub- 
stance by the more pacific method 
of corruption and seduction. But 
the technic of aggression that the 
Bolsheviks have used so blunder- 
ingly, the Nazis have perfected, and 
by this technic, rather than by haz- 
arding a frontal attack, they mean 
to make themselves the masters of 
Europe. 

* * * 

The new technic is of consider- 
able interest to the American peo- 
ple. For it is a method, probably 
the only method, conceivably a very 
effective method, of accomplishing 
that which the Monroe Doctrine 
was designed to prevent. While 
there is no likelihood at all that 
any European Power will attempt 
openly to establish a colony in 
South America, it is one of the real 
possibilities of the not too distant 
future that the new method of ag- 
gression might be used in South 
America. 

The materials already exist. 
There are settlements of Europeans 
which have close political and cul- 
tural sympathies with their father- 
land in Europe. There are govern- 
ments that are none too strong, 
none too capable of suppressing re- 
bellion. There is an immense and 
persistent European propaganda. 
There may be secret revolutionary 
organizations. 

It is by no means a wild notion 
that we might wake up some day 
to find that certain of these Euro- 
pean settlers had taken control of 
a South American government, or 
that they had set themselves up as 
a separate state, in form independ- 
ent, in fact a colony of a European 
Power. 

What would we do about that? 
How would we adapt the Monroe 
Doctrine, with its horse and buggy 
conception of aggressive war, to 
the new streamlined technic of 
aggression? This is something well 
worth a lot of serious thought.

Founding of Observatory. 

When the Lick Observatory near 
San Jose, Cal., possessed the most 
powerful reflecting telescope in the 
world, a 36-inch lence, some booster 
for Southern California conceived 
the idea of getting a 40-inch instru- 
ment mounted near Los Angeles.

A telescope maker was commis- 
sioned to build the instrument and

houses, and, in one case, @ show- 
boat. In the old days it was easy 
enough to book 40 weeks from New 
York to California and back again. 

“Cities of 7000 to 10,000 had two 
or three plays a month, Then 
along came pictures and wiped the 
legitimate stage off the face of the 
map. The theaters were closed, 
torn down or turned into picture 
houses. Then along we came, the 
first play in 25 years to play the 
number of cities we have played. 
and what do we do? We take to 
the town halls, school auditoriums, 
or any place that has a stage and 
a few seats for the customers,” 

The “Tobacco Road” company 
now boasts, after three seasons on 
the road, that it can play on any 
size stage from the Hippodrome to 
a billiard table. In Dayton, O., the 
scenery, built for a stage at least 
24% feet deep, was crowded onto 
one 12 feet deep. 

“But scenery trouble is nothing 
compared with the grief we have 
finding dressing rooms,” Miles

chuckled. “In one California town 
we played in some kind of a civic 
auditorium which had two small 
dressing rooms under the stage— 
one marked ‘Men’ and the other 
‘Women.’ Evidently the stars of 
the home town productions dressed 
right along with the rest of the 
cast. Well, John Barton, our star, 
dressed in one room, the five wom- 
en in the other, and all the other 
men in the cast dressed in a kitch- 
en behind the stage where the 
Ladies’ Aid Society of the town 
did the cooking for their bake sales. 
In another town Barton had to go 
through a sort of tunnel under the 
theater to dress in the only avail- 
able space—a cubbyhole marked 
‘Usherettes.' The rest of the cast 
dressed at the hotel.” 

Occasionally Miles runs into a 
pleasant surprise in the way of a 
theater, such as the Memorial Thea- 
ter in Wilmington, O., a big and 
old relic of the days when the le- 
gitimate theater was in flower. 
Miles has pleasant memories, too, 
of the Corn Palace in Mitchell, 8. 
D., where 4000 people turned out 
to see “Tobacco Road,” the only 
New York stage success ever to 
hit those parts. 

“It’s amazing, the turnout in 
some of these towns,” Miles beamed.

Miles points to the fact that 
two seasons ago there were only 
three companies which toured wide- 
ly—“The Old Maid,” “Three Men on 
a Horse” and “The Great Waltz.” 
Last season the number of com- 
panies on the road jumped to eight 
and this season there are 13, Miles’ 
prediction is that next season will 
see at least 20 plays on tour. 

“Tt’s amazing how little the new 
generation knows about legitimate 
theater,” Miles laughed. ‘It’s nothing 
unusual to have folks come up to 
the boxoffice in little towns and 
ask when the second show begins. 
They think they're going to see & 
movie, In Baker, Ore., I actually 


had a man come up to me and ask 
if it was ‘the same show up and 
down stairs. He'd been to one-floor 
picture houses, but said he couldn't 
understand about them theaters 
with that balcony business.’ People 
don't know how to appreciate flesh 
and blood acting, either. In Abi- 
lene, Tex., a woman told me she 
liked Tobacco Road’ all t, but 
that she emjoyed Norma Shearer 
in ‘Romeo and Juliet’ much more.” 


Whenever “Tobacco Road” takes 
over a movie palace in some small 
town for its run, Miles usually in- 
herits the job of counting the seats. 
The number of seats must be 
known so that the price scale can 
be arranged, Stockton, Cal., proved 
the toughest job in this respect. 
Nobody knew the capacity of the 
municipal auditorium, but Miles 
discovered it was 4000—by the sim- 
ple process of counting each seat. 
This idea that a town can have 4 
municipal auditorium and not know 
how many people it will seat baffles 
Miles lesa, than does the 
fact that these civic centers are 
built without dressing rooms, quite 
as though the town fathers never 
expected touring theatrical com- 
panies to come their way. 

Miles, whose travels with the 
“Tobacco Road“ company have 
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sighed. “Now I have a job where 
we do such things as jumping 2200 
miles between stands, or arrive in 
a town, as we did in Amarillo, Tex., 
at 7 p. m., throw the scenery on 
the stage in two hours and 15 min- 
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I want to meet.” Barton thought. at 
first she hadn't seen the play, but 
the lady enclosed her seat stub, 
which she wanted autographed.

SARDINES IN ASPIC 
CHICKEN FRANCAISE

Sardines in Aspic. 

Two cans of sardines in oil, two 
cups bouillon, two teaspoons of 
grated onion, two teaspoons of lem- 
on juice, one rounded tablespoon of 
gelatin, four tablespoons of cold 
water, one tablespoon Worcester- 
shire sauce and few drops of to- 
basco. 

Mash the two cans of skinless 
and boneless sardines and soften 
to a stiff paste with mayonnaise 


„and season with the lemon juice, 


Worcestershire sauce and tobasco. 
Pack in small cold rinsed molds 
which are small enough to fit in- 
side of custard cups. Place in re- 
frigerator. 

Heat the bouillon and season 
highly with salt, pepper, lemon 
juice and onion. In this dissolve 
the gelatin which has been soften- 
ed in the vold water. When gelatin 
ig dissolved cool slightly and pour 
part of this aspic into custard cups 
and allow to set. Unmold 
the sardine molds into center of 
this and fill cups with remaining 
aspic. When chilled unmold on a 
bed of watercress and top with 
mayonnaise to which horseradish 


has been added.

While this 
is cooking beat the egg yolks light 
with the cream and lemon juice, 
Place the chicken onto a heated 
platter and add the egg mixture to 
the sauce. Stir to heat without 


letting it boil, then pour over the 


Garnish platter With pars- 
ley and orange slices topped with 
tart jelly.

Three medium sized potatoes, 
cooked and mashed, one-half cup 
boiling water, one-half cup flour, 
two eggs, one teaspoon salt, one 
eighth teaspoon pepper, and dash 
of nutmeg. 

Put the boiling water and butter 
in pan and bring to a boil, Add the 
flour and cook until mixture leaves 
side of pan. Cool. Add the eggs, 
one at a time beating well after 
each addition.
